From Persia to Poland. 


The invasion of Persia by Bolshevist 


Empire. On Tuesday a motor boat arrived 
in the harbour of Enzeli, on the Caspian 
Sea. and was followed by thirteen Russian

ten miles. Baku already is in Bolshevist 
hands, and apparently is being used as a 
base for an attack in the Middle East. 
Erivan is in grave danger, and Azerbaijan 
has become a Soviet Republic. Armenia 
proper, abandoned by America, is also on 
the verge of “conversion’’ to the Mus- 
covite faith, and the vernacular Press in 
Persia itself is beginning to be tinged with 
red. Two sinister figures appear in the 
background of this new attempt to disrupt 
the British Empire. One is Enver Pasha, 
the other the Amir of Afghanistan. 
That the Bolsheviks are working in 
collusion with these two rabid haters of 
everything © British beyond a doubt. 
Through the one they hope to strike at 
through the other at . India, 
has followed events in the 
Middle East since the Armistice will be 
surprised to learn that the Persian 
Cossack Division, under ostensibly “ loyal ”’ 
Russian officers, is making common cause 
with Trotsky’s hordes. Undonbtedly, 
Great Britain has enormous interests 
throughout the Middle East. Her contro] 
of the oil fields of Persia and the Mosul” 
vilayet is of vital importance to Imperial 
strength. This fact is well known in 
Moscow, and the Soviet chiefs probably 
think that, if they can establish themselves 
in Persia, they will ruin our prestige in 
Islam, and consequently prepare the way 
for their great adventure into India. The 
Bolsheviks have one great advantage over 
all other Powers—they can fight by proxy. 
The Bolshevist idea is the most contagious 
and deadly disease of modern times. It 
like wildfire, and the people 
of the Middle East are ripe for 
Bolshevism. Their hopes of peace have 
been deferred, and their hearts are sick. 
Now they are desperate, and Lenin comes 
to them as the devil comes to the peasants 
in the “ Countess Cathleen.’’ At present it 
is difficult to decide what course Allied, 
and more especially British, policy ought to 
pursue. Our prestige among the Moham- 
medans is one of our greatest Imperial 
assets. Therefore, the Foreign Office 
should lose no time in taking steps to eope 
with a very ‘elicate and dangerous situa- 
tion.

Its plans, against Persia, its invita- 
tions to British Labour delegates, its de- 
signs on Poland, its interest in Ireland, 
and its activities in Islam—all have the 
same relentless purpose. That purpose 
cannot be achieved to-day or to-morrow. 
Lenin does not care. In his own: words, 
he is “thinking generations ahead.’’ The 
British people should follow his éxample. 
They should think of their children and 
their grandchildren. How will they fare 
if this prophet’s dreams come true? Bol- 
shevism admits no compromise and cannot 
be placated. It must either conquer or be 
crushed.

Lord French and Ypres. 


The King has conferred a notable distinc- 
tion upon the town of Ypres. Acting on His 
Majesty's behalf, Field-Marshal Viscount 
French has presented it with the Military 
Cross. No town is more worthy of 
honour; none has its name inscribed in 
more glowing letters upon the scroll 
of fame; and none holds prouder 
metories for Britain. For four long years 
it was the centre of the fiercest fighting 
which history records, and the story of 
its defence will livé for all time. If Ger- 
many had captured the town in 1914, 
nothing could have saved the Allies from 
defeat. Her failure was due to the 
strategic prescience of Lord French and 
the indomitable spirit of his little Army. 
After their defeat at the Marne 
the Germans began a _ rapid  move- 
ment along the Belgian coast. ‘Lord 
French foresaw this plan, and took 
measures to frustrate it. He could not 
save Antwerp, but by taking possession 
of Ypres he was able to safeguard the 
Channel ports—his vital lines of com- 
munication. The enemy threw all the 
weight of their enormous armies into the 
effort to dislodge him. The town was 
shelled methodically and relentlessly for 
days, but the British lines could not be 
broken. In the Spring of 1915, and in 
April, 1918, the enemy made further 
attempts to seize the town, but they met 
with the same result. It was fitting that 
the King’s recognition of the important 
part which Ypres played in the war should 
have been conveyed by the great soldier 
by whose genius it was saved. 


SYNOD NOTES. 


The principal business befdére the Genera! 
Synod yesterday was the consideration of the 
report of the Representetive Church Body. Mr. 
Maconchy, who moved the adoption of the rey 
port, has the instinct for selecting the really 
salient facts in a very long « necessarily 
complicated statement and of arrenging them 
in logical uence. His view of the financial 
position of the Church was in no respect pes- 
simistic, and one interesting fact on which he 


| commented had reference to the Commutation

reprehending the charges which are sometimes 
made by superficial critics against the Repre- 
sentative Body of unduly holding up capital.

Fund. The Rev. Canon Lockett Ford pleaded 
for @ more generous treatment of the bene- 
ficiaries, and adduced striking proofs that this 
could be done without imperilling the solvency 
of the fund. 

In view of the unsatisfactory educational 
position in Ireland and the Government's bill, 
the report of the Board of Education excited

There was a fairly good attendance when 
the House of Commons met at noon to- 
day. In deference to. the wish expressed 
by the Leader of the House the other day 
that members should refrain from asking 
unnecessary questions, there were sixty- 
one on the ae. Three of these related 
to Ireland. r. Denis Henry stated that 
there had been eighty-nine cases in the 
West of landowners being compelled by 
intimidation to surrender their lands, the 
total amount involved being eighteen 
thousand acres. In several cases, however, 
they had regained possession. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn was informed 
that in all cases where police barracks, 
the property of the Government, had been 
destroyed claims for se had been 
lodged against the local authority, and in 
several cases where the barracks were 
private property their owners had taken 
the same course. 

On the motion for the adjournment Sir 
Donald Maclean led off the attack upon 
the Government. He complained that the 
country had been insufficiently informed 
about the results of the Lympne Con- 
ference. It seemed to him that there was 
no chance of our getting any indemnity 
from Germany. We had better “write it 
off’ and also abandon all notion of trying 
the ex-Kaiser. 

He then proceeded to criticise the action 
of Poland as being inimical to the peace 
of the world. Upon this he was pulled 
up by the Speaker, who said that the 
House had no right to criticise the action 
of a foreign Government who were masters 
in their own house. Speaking with great 
impressiveness, Mr. Lowther said that the 
less we criticised the actions of other 
Governments, the more likely we were to 
remain in friendly relations with them. 

This ruling appearéd to take some 
members, including Lord Robert Cecil, 
by surprise, and they tried to get out of 
it by suggesting that the British Govern- 
ment were responsible for Poland's 
abtion. Mr. Lambert drew attention to 
Sir H. Wilson’s recent statement that this 
country must keep itsélf prepared for war, 
which he considered very alarming. But 
Mr. Churchill assured him that Sir Henry 
was only referring to our heavy commit- 
ments all over the world, and was not 
contemplating another cataclysm like that 
of 1914. 

This did not prevent Mr. Clynes from 
asserting that Ministers showed a lack of 
the ‘Spirit of peace, or Lord Robert 
Cecil from aceusing the Government of 
paying only lip-service to the League of 
Nations, which now “took the place of 
the Welsh mountains” in the Prime 
Minister's perorations. Lord Robert grew 
much excited in the course of his speech, 
and indicated that, if he had to make 
choice between the League of Nations and 
the Unionist Party, he should not hesitate 
to leave the party. 

The House filled up to hear Mr. Bonar 
Law's defence of the Government. He 
began by giving some information about 
the Lympne Conference, to which he evi- 
dently thought too much importance had 
been assigned. If was merely a conversa- 
tion between the two Prime Ministers in 
preparation for the Spa Conference. It 
was quite a mistake to suppose that we 
had given up the idea of getting any 
reparation from Germany, though we were 
not counting upon it in facing our obliga- 
tions. .As for Deland, we had no responsi- 
bility for the Polish advance, which was, 
he gathered, in the nature of an offensive- 
defensive in view of the Bolshevist 
menace. | 

After Poland, Ireland. Colonel: Ashley 
called for more drastic action on the part 
of the Government in bringing about the 
restoration of law and order, and said that 
it was a scandal and a disgrace. that 
soldiers and policemen should be shot 
without a single assassin being brought to 
justice. Sir E. Carson had a good deal to 
say on the same subject, and he said it 
with considerable foree. He connected 
what was happening in Ireland with events 
in Egypt and India. The direction of the 
murder campaign was, in his belief, mainly 
American. Further, he complained of the 
delay in bringing forward the Irish Educa- 
tion Bill, which was more important than 
any Home Rule measure. 

Mr. D. Henry recapitulated the difii- 
culties. which beset the path of the 
guardians of law and order in Ireland, 
and which, on many occasions, he has ex- 
pounded from thé Front Bench. It was, 
he said, only possible to meet the condi- 
tions of affairs that existed in Ireland by 
increasing the forces at the disposal of the 
Executivé. The Chief Secretary had only 
been in Jreland a short time, but, with his 
usual energy, he had made dispositions 
which had already had the effect of pro- 
euring 60 or 70 convictions under the 
Crimes Act for cattle-driving. As to the 
question of Irish education, he hoped that 
the Chief Secretary would be in his place 
after the recess, and he would then be able 
to deal with this question, 

The Labour leaders in this country are 
said to be contemplating a campaign to 
bring down the high prices, but on the 
very eve of this campaign ‘they have been 
compelled by circumstances to recognise 
that the real cause is quite beyond the 
control of the authorities or people. here. 
The people on this side cannot fix the 
prices demanded in foreign countries. They 
can refuse to buy, but that is the only 
remedy they have. The Food Controller 
might refuse to purchase sugar, but other 
countries; such as the United States, would 
absorb almost all there is to spare, and 
the outcry in this country would be im- 
ménse if there was a ration of two ‘ounces 
of sugar per week. The renewed demand 
for higher wages all round, with a conse- 
quent increase in prices, is another circum. 
stance that the Labour leaders are obliged 
to oo Altogether, their campaign 
looks like breaking down before it begins. 
If only they could induce every working- 
man, and every man earning wages in 
the country, to agree to reduce his wages 
demand by a quarter for a month or two. 
then prices would begin to dewn 
rapidly.

A COMPARISON. 

There was a new table, which, it was hoped, 
might prove of value in comparing the ceneral 
financial positions of the twenty-two diocesan 
schemes... Very considerable difficulty was ex- 
perienced in the compilation, which was not 
completed until the report was in print. So 
important and instructive were the figures that 
it was considered better to publish them with- 
out delay, even though too late for comment in 
the report. The differences in the proportion 
of stipend to general funds was very marked, 
and accentuated the differences in past manage- 
ment :—

In parochial endowments Down headed the list 
with £329,947, Dublin ing second with 
£221,646. Another new table appeared classify- 
ing. the application of the total revenue of 
£380,541 188. 9d., and showing the true 
“ balance for the year’ (of course, apart from 
the special income retained in the war suspense 
account). In response to a suggestion in the 
report of the Retrenchment and Reform Com- 
mittee a further classification had been made 
in the exact terms of the suggestion, and is<- 
sued to the members of the General Synod in 
léaffet form. This included not only the 
“revenue ’’ already referred to, but all the 
other receipts which merely passed through the 
books of the Representative Body as bankers. 
The salient example of these receipts was, of 
course, the parochial assessments, which, to 
the amount of £102,240 7s. 3d. were received 
by the Representative Body, and paid out as 
stipend. The total of these other receipts was 
£188,602 13s. 10d., not one penny of which came 
from the income arising from the investment of 
the capital funds of the Church. The whole 
sum came from assessments and voluntary 
sources, and was by the Representative Body 
merely received and passed on. The position of 
the Clergy Superannuation Fund had been 
fully gone into in connection with the bill now 
before the Synod. This fund was not estab- 
lished upon an actuarial basis, and had been 
largely, and still was to a lesser degree, flat- 
tered by the concealed relief afforded by the 
remaining disestablishment annuities. It had 
been anticipated, and ‘each year tended to 
verify that anticipation, that on the present 
basis the grants would eventually amount 
£20,000 per annum. The increased rate 
assessment now contemplated would produce an 
additional £3,466 per annum, which would raise 
the present income to £19,000. This left no 
margin for increase in the rate of existine or 
future grants. In the course of the discussion 
last year on the report it was stated on behalf 
of the Representative Body that the pre-war 
course of obtaining a valuation of the invest- 
ments would be revived, and that the valuation 
would be submitted to their auditors. This had 
been done, and their auditors in their report 
stated that “the mortgage loans have been 
written down to their realisable value, but no 
provision has been made for the heavy depre- 
ciation which has occurred in the market value 
of the stocks and sharee.” They further re- 
ferred to three failures in revenue :—(1) Rus- 
sian Government Bonds, the situation with 
regard to which was public property; (2) Swan- 
sea Harbour Stock. the failure in which was 
understood to be only temporary; and (3) Lon- 
don United Tramway Company, the holding “in 
which was comparatively small.

A general meeting of pre noe ‘ts of the Irish 
Guild’ of Witness was held on Wednesday night 
in the Library of the Guild, Upper Mount 
street, Dublin, the Bishop of Killaloe preeiding. 
The. report of the Guild for the- past year 
t ' stated that the library contained about 1,100 
volumes, and from October, 1918, until October. 
1919, the number of loans made was 127, while 
from October, 1919, until May, 1920, the number 
of loans was 107. The Guild was much occupied 
during the autumn of 1919, with tLe question 
of Services in Irish, from Janucry until 
May of this year eight Services had been held 
in St. Andrew's Parish Church by the Guild. A 
lecal branch—which had now fourteen mem- 
bers—had been founded in Belfast. During the 
first year of the existence of the Guild it re- 
ceived and spent £33, and, if the work in hand 
were continued until October, they expected to 
spend about £150. From October until May 
receipts amounted to £31 15s. and the expend)- 
ture to £80. 
The Bishop of Meath proposed the adoption 
of the report, and said that there were one or 
two very encouraging features in it: one was 
that there was a steady increase in the number 
of Church people who were ready to join them, 
and another was that the library was being so 
much used. He wes also very glad to see that 
the Irish Services were being supported so well. 
lt was not so much a-question of numbers at 
these Services, but thet the National Church 
sn identify ileolf with the national 
language of the country. He thought that the 
Guild was bound to do e t and beneficent 
work for the country Pr, a md there never 
Was a time in the history of Ireland when the 
country needed more the prayers of those who 
loved her.
